Otterville 
School Is 
Burned 


Volunteer Fighters 
Unable to Cope 
With Blaze in 
Its Quick Headway 


The Otterville Consolidat- 


ed school was destroyed by 
fire about 7:00 o'clock this 
morning, at a loss estimated 
by Superintendent V. C. 
Harrison of $75,000. 
The 


school had insurance cover- 
ing p a r t of the l o s s e s 
amounting to $50,000. The 
fire was believed to have 
been started by sparks from 
a defective flue, as when 
discovered it was burning 
around the flue in the first 
floor class room. 


John Schilb, janitor 
of the 


building, reported he arrived at 
the school about 5:40 o'clock and 
by 5:50 o'clock had the fire start- 
ed in the furnace preparing to 
warm the building before class 
time. It was about 6:50 o'clocK, 
when he discovered fire in the 
class room. 


Mr. Schilb summoned help and 


before many persons arrived the 
fire had gained considerable head- 
way. At lirst it was burning be- 
neath th« flooring of the first 
floor class room in the northeast 
corner of the building, directly 
over the furnace room. 
Driven Back by Smoke 
Efforts failed in prying up the 


flooring to get to the flames, and 
the volunteers did their best in 
throwing buckets of water on the 
fire. Smoke soon drove the fire 
fighters from the room and the 
flames had it to themselves. 


The blaze q u i c k l y spread 


t&roughout the room, made its 
way into the room above and 


Otterville School. Ruins 
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Smoke rolls skyward from the blackened ruins of the Otterville consolidated school which was 
completely razed by a destructive blaze sweeping through it out of control early this morning 


then spread out over the entire 
structure. Within an hour and 
forty minutes the building was 
nothing but charred walls and 
smouldering timbers. 


The building had three class 


rooms on the east side of the first 
floor, the gymnasium and audi- 
torium on. west side; the second 
floor had three class rooms on 
the east side, a typing and com- 
mercial class room on the west 
and an office room in the center 
front. The basement had a small 
but completely 
furnished 
lunch 


room, furnace and storage room. 


Saved Lunch Equipment 
Volunteers were successful in 


saving all of the lunch room 
equipment, some chairs, a desk 
and two of thirteen typewriters, 
and a few school books ond other 
minor equipment. 
Lose Musical Instruments 
An effort to save the band in- 


struments was futile. About twen- 
ty-five or thirty musical instru- 
ments valued at about $5,000 were 
lost along with their music li- 
brary. The band uniforms were 
saved as were the boys and girls 
basketball uniforms. New basket- 
ball jackets obtained last week 
were destroyed.

Five Killed, 
One Lost Pants 


Life Spared When 
Plane Crashes And 
Then Destroyed 


LONDON, Oct. 28—(JF)— 
An 


American flier told today how 
fate burned off his pants bu 
spared his life in a plane eras! 
that killed the six others aboard 


The amphibian plane, owned 


by Superior Oil Co., of Los An- 
geles, crashed and roared into 
flames at London airport early 
today after a takeoff In fog. 


The sole survivor, co-pilot Ear' 


Oscar Sivage, 33, of Los Angeles 
and Cairo, was burned over large 
areas of his face and legs. 


"I do not know what happen- 


ed," he said from his hospila 
bed, "when we crashed the cock- 
pit was split open and I was 
thrown clear." 


Dead in the blazing wreckage 


which eerily lit the murky air- 
port were:

Production in 
A Deep Slash 
Due to Strikes 


Truman Sees no 
Immediate Cause 
To Intervene 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28— OR— 


The Federal Reserve Board pre- 
dicted today the impact of th 
steel and coal strikes will pusl 
down industrial production thi, 
month to the lowest point in 3% 
years. 


The strikes already have nippec 


in- the bud a production upturn 
that started in August and con- 
tinued in September, the boarc 
said. 


An llVi per cent drop in pi'o- 


duc-tion was forecast for October 
in comparison with September 
when a rise of about one per cen 
sad lifted output fco 72 per oen 
above prewar. 


The board's report came a daj 


after President Truman said the 
steel-coal situation has not reach- 
ed the point of being an emer- 
gency. 


Try For Settlement 
His decision not to intervene 


now in the disputes was expectec 
to bring redoubled 
efforts t 


bring about a voluntary settle- 
ment. 


The September rise in industrial 


production was made in the face 
of the coal strike that started jusl 
after the middle of that month 
The steel strike began Oct. 1, anc 
its effects are spreading over the 
economy with rising force. 


The board estimated that Octo- 


ber production "largely as a re- 
sult of the steel strike," will go 
down to a mere 52 per cent above 
pre-war. 


That would tie the postwar 


.ow reached when the switchover 
'rom. war to peacetime production 
srought a momentary check in 
industrial activity. 


The October production leve: 


forecast by the Reserve Board 
would mean a 22 per cent dip 
'rom the all-time peak achieved 
n October and November of last 


Mr. Truman said the 28-day 


steel and 37-day coal strikes have 
not hurt the country enough to 
call the situation a national em- 
ergency. That time, 'he told a 
news conference yesterday, is still 
a long way off. 


There must be such an emer- 
ency before strike-halting court 
njunctions can be sought under 
he Taft-Hartley labor law.

Said She Was Going: Home

cutor could get in touch with he: 
at her parents home, near' Cole 
Camp." Mr. Brown said, "sh 
did not show up at home." 


Another reason Mr. Brown gavi 


concerning the mysterious disap- 
p e a r a n e e was, thai "he wa.. 
informed by the girl's father tha 
she sent all her clothes home by a 
neighbor and among the clothing 
was a toothbrush and other toile 
articles she would not have sen 
home if she intended to disappear 
as she would have had immediate 
use for them." 


Another reason as given by Mr 


Brown, he said, "since the alleged 
rape, she had indicated to him a 
more affirmed resolve to prose- 


ute. In view of all these things 
and other indications minor in 
character too numerous to men- 
tion, her disappearance doesn'1 
make sense to me,"'

37 Others in 
Crash of Plane 


, In The Azores

PARIS, Oct. 28—(/P)—A 


Paris-to-New York Constel- 
lation carrying 48 persons 
crashed in flames against a 
mountain peak in the Azores 
today. The Air France line 
said all aboard perished, in- 
luding French boxer, Mar- 
cel Cerdan and 11 Ameri- 
cans. 


The plane apparently strayed 


from its course in bad weather! 
and poor visibility and rammed 
into 3,500-foot Algarvia peak in 
the northeast section of Sao Mi- 
guel Island. It was five minutes 
away from a landing at Santa 
Maria in the Azores when its last 
message was heard. Eight hours 
later the wreckage was sighted. 


Air France here said it received 


word from Santa Maria by cable 
that rescue parties had rushed to 
the scene and found all 37 passen- 
gers and 11 crewmen dead.

Furore Created at Capital 
By the Musical Street Cars 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28—UK— 


The local battle of the musical 
xolleys went into its second tem- 
pestuous day today with a highly 
vocal anti-noise faction claiming 
an opening-day margin of several 
shouts and a holler. 


Hearings got underway yester- 


day, to the accompaniment of loud 
aughter and commentary from an 
overflow crowd. 


Chairman James H. Flanagan 


of the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion admonished in vain that the 
icisiest side need not be the win- 
ning one in the explosive debate 
over whether Washington street 
ars should be allowed to carry 
programs of music, news and'ad- 
vertising. 


"We want you to enjoy your- 


:elves," Flanagan told the restive 
audience, but must tell you that 
applause or exclamations of ap- 
roval will have no weight when 
he commission reaches a decision 
m this matter." 


That didn't stop the noise. 
The skirmishes started several 


yeeks ago, when irsie citizens 
wrote letters to the local news- 
lapers protesting the practice of 
learning special FM programs, into 
lertain of the Capital Transit 
ompany's vehicles Some citizens 
irganizations took up the fight, 
ileven lor the broadcasts and 
hree against. 


The whole issue exploded tae- 


ore the utilities commission yes- 
erday. Audience participation be- 
:ame so hard to restrain that 
lanagan withdrew a rule against 
estimony from the floor. The re- 
ponse was terrific. 
Claims He Was Sickened 
Said Jerome Schoenfeld, a re- 
orter for a group of trade pub- 
ications: 


"Both the music and the com- 


mercials on the programs I have 
heard on buses and streetcars_ 
sicken me. I do not have a doc- 
tor's certificate to show that I be- 
came sick, but the commission 
will have to believe that I was 
made ill." 


The audience-estimated by im- 


partial observers to be at least 
three to one anti-music—cheered 
lustily. 


Said John Connaughton, presi- 


dent of the Federation of Citizens 
Association: "Radios on streetcars 
and buses cannot injure individ- 
uals who are normal enough to 
be at large." 


The audience jeered, and many 


people protested vigorously. 


"As a musician," 'a voice shout- 


ed, "I feel insulted!"

One of the witnesses was R. A. 


Sellig, who identified himself as

question, that the White House

Courtesy is one of the hall-marks of great 


ness. It was a characteristic of George Washing- 
ton that he never allowed himself to be outdone 
in courtesy and politeness. One day he was walk- 
ing with a friend when a Negro approached and 
saluted him. 


His companion could not conceal his surprise 


when Washington paused and politely returned 
the Negro's greeting. When the man had gone on 
his way, he commented frankly on the President's 
conduct. 


Suprised in turn, Washington made the simple 


reply: Would you have this poor man surpass one 
of my position in politeness?" 


True courtesy is something more than good 


manners. It is an expression of charity or brotherly 
love. That aspect of courtesy was especially notice- 
able in another great American President, Abra- 
ham Lincoln. Courtesy always denotes a sound 
religious concept of life and its purposes. It is a 
virtue that should be taught to children from their 
earliest years. 


Courtesy can only with difficulty be inculcated 


among those who have grown up in homes where 
it was lacking. The rude, brusque individual 
most likely had a father who treated him with scant 
regard for his feelings, or a mother who was too 
often in a cantankerous mood. No man or woman ' 
can be expected to learn habits of tolerance and 
understanding, which are basic to courtesy, unless 
they have seen these qualities exemplified in their 
formative years. 


Courtesy must not, of course, be taught for rea- 


sons of social grace alone. It must be encouraged 
from religious motive. Otherwise, it may become 
a thin veneer, to be wiped out under emotional 
strain, or an obvious disguise for a toadying de- 
ference toward those in a superior position. It 
must be the genuine article or it will disappear 
every time it is put to a real test. 


We may expect to find courtesy most prevalent 


among those who look upon life with faith and 
understanding. No deeply religious man can ever 
be lacking in kindness and consideration—which 
are but other names for courtesy—toward any 
fellow creature, be he a begger demanding alms, 
or a friend whom he greets with a smiling salute.

Reformation Sermon Title: "OUR HERITAGE AS PROTESTANTS.' 


Rev. D. TVsrren Jfeal, Minister 
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'Prophets Fought 
For Social Reform 


By William E. Gilroy, D. D. 
The earthly fate of the He- 


brew prophets, and their deep 
suffering 
under persecution, is 


summarized in the tragic words 
of Hebrews 11:37: "They were 
stoned, they were sawn asunder 
. . . were slain with the sword 
. . . being destitute, afflicted, tor- 
mented." 


Why did these chosen and se- 


lect souls of Israel suffer these 
tortures? 
It was certainly not 


solely for their religious zeal, or 
their spiritual qualities: not for 
their earthly estate, for some, 
like Isaiah, were highly born, and 
might have been among the so- 
cially prominent and politically 
powerful of their day. 


Rather, it was because their 


religious zeal was not content 
with formal observances and po- 
lite profession. It was a zeal for 
righteousness, which made them 
fearless in rebuking sin in high- 
places and in low. Nor was their 
rebuke of sin general and formal. 
They were not simply "agin it." 
We are all against sin in a gen- 
eral way. 


What made the prophets dis- 


tinctive, and what brought upon 
them severe persecution, was the 
detailed 
and 
specific way 
in 


which they attacked the preva- 
lent sins and especially the social 
sins, of their time. It is always 
safe to denounce personal sins in 
a general and impersonal way. It 
is when the prophet says, "Thou 
art the man," that he brings up- 
on himself the wrath and hate 
of the sinner, and when he de- 
nounces the unjust and evil prac- 
tices from which their perpetra- 
tors are profiting that he be- 
comes "an enemy of society." 


Nothing is surer in this world 


than the need of social reform. 
There has never been an age, or 
place, .among any people, when 


social injustices and evils were 
not rampant, and crying for cor- 
rection. Yet the role of the social 
reformer has always been one of 
danger, sacrifice and social ostra- 
cism. The social reformer of to- 
day may be esteemed and honor- 
ed-tomorrow, but Jesus remarked 
upon how the children praised 
;he prophets whom their fathers 
:iad stoned. 


The reformer, of course, some- 


times appears in a strange light, 
and in a very angular form. 
It 


was James Russell Lowell, a very 
real reformer himself, who wrott 
in his "Interview 
With Miles 


Standish" of the 
'Men of vision, whose gaunt eyes 


see golden ages rising, 


Salt of the earth! In what queer 


guys thou art fond of crys- 
tallizing." 


But real reformers are to be 


distinguished from the marginal 
cranks, and the true reformers 
are not persecuted for their pe- 
culiarities, but because their in- 
dictments 
strike 
home 
against 


conscience and self-interest. 
The 


socially elite and successful do 
not like to have their sins re- 
buked, either personal or social 


What were the sins that the 


prophets denounced? 
What was 


the good way of social righteous- 
ness that they proclaimed? The 
sins were those that Jesue de- 
nounced in the pronouncement of 
"Woes" in Matthew 23 — the ex- 
ploitation of the poor, the de- 
vouring of widows' houses, the 
selling of the righteous for a pair 
of shoes, the disregard of human 
rights and values in the grasping 
for 
wealth 
and 
power. 
Ant 


against this they set God's way 
—the way of honesty, man wit! 
man, 
of justice and mercy, and 


devotion to the common good. 


It is the continuation of tha 


conflict, through the ages, am 
even now, that makes the mes 
sage of the prophets so persist 
ently timeless and vital.

Federal Judge Alexander Holt- 
zoff ruled today that Rep. J. Par- 
nell Thomas (R-NJ) must stand 
trial Nov. 7 on charges of defraud- 
ing the government.

ago on charges of conspiring to 
defraud the government.

of office payroll padding and tak- 
ing '"kickbacks" from employes.

0 The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


U. S. Diplomats Convinced That 
Stalin Plans Showdown With Tito 


by Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 — U. S. diplomats 


from the Iron Curtain countries meeting in 
London this week had before them conclusive 
evidence that Stalin now plans a showdown 
with Tito. The showdown will be undertaken, 
as far as possible without leading to war, but 
if war is necessary the Kremlin apparently has 
decided to risk it. 


Here are the factors which led American 


diplomats to this conclusion: 


1. Tito's nose-thumbing at the Kremlin has 


become contagious. Other satellite countries 
are figuring that if Yugoslavia can get away 
with it, they can too. Tito, once trained as an 
NKVD agent, has sent his own agents out to 
work against Moscow in Hungary, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Bulgaria and Roumania. 


2. The end of the Greek civil war was not 


because the guerrillas were defeated, but to 
rest them for an attack on Tito. Seven thou- 
sand Greek guerrillas already have been trans- 
ferred to Bulgaria and Czechoslovakia to get 
re-equipped. 


3. A brigade of the East German People's 


Police has been sent from Berlin to Bulgaria. 
They were previously trained in Yugoslavia 
during the German occupation, know how to 
fight Tito. 


4. One attack on Tito has already taken place, 


though no news was published in the Yugoslav 
papers. The U. S. embassy reported that Rus- 
sian guerrillas crossed from Hungary, fired a 
few shots and then retreated. 
Tito hushed it 


up to keep from alarming his people. 
Will USA Fight? 
What tha Kremlin is banking on is the be- 


lief that the United States is not ready to risk 
war, will not intervene to help Tito. 
This is 


based partly on U. S. isolationism, partly on 
Moscow's plan to disguise the Tito attack as an 
internal revolt. 


Thus the main problem confronting American 


diplomats has become how to head off war by 
telling the Kremlin we would fight — though 
the final decision actually lies with Congress. 


History shows that Hitler never would have 


invaded the Ruhr if he thought the French 
would have fought. He guessed right. Fiance 
wouldn't fight at that time. 


Again Hitler figured that the western allies 


would not fight if he invaded Austria, then 
Czechoslovakia. Again he guessed right. 'They 
didn't fight. 


By that time Hitler was getting brash and 


bloodthirsty. Perhaps he might not have in- 
vaded Poland if he had thought the Briish 
•would fight. 
In any event, he guessed wrong, 


and World War II began. 


The situation may be the same regarding 


Yugoslavia. 
Its invasion may be a stepping 


stone to Greece, Turkey, Suez, Africa, India. 
We may not fight at first, but eventually we 
will. 
So the state department figures it is 


better to be firm at first and let the Kremlin 
know exactly where we stand. 
That is what 


American diplomats faced this week in London. 


More Navy Headaches 
The Navy has got itself into more political 


hot water — this time in the blue and sleepy 
waters of the Caribbean. 
The governor of 


Puerto Rico, Luis Munoz Marin, is so sore that 
he has decided to ask the recall of Admiral 
Dan Barbey, commander of the Caribbean sea 
frontier. 


What happened was that the USA, while 


preaching democracy for France, Italy and the 
North Atlantic Pact countries, let the Navy 
play footsie with one of the bloodiest dictators 
in all Latin America — President Trujillo of 
the Dominican republic. 


Just as Adm. Richard Conolly got some U. S. 


diplomats sore by making a special courtesy 
cruise to visit Dictator Franco in Spain, so Ad- 
miral Barbey made a special courtesy call on 
Trujilio. 
Furthermore, he did so after Gov. 


Munoz Marin had strongly advised against it. 


Gov. Munoz Mann, educated at Georgetown 


university, USA, is one of the best friends and 
cultural links the United States has with Latin 
America. 


And he pointed out to Admiral Barbey that 


Dictator Trujillo had slaughtered hundreds of 
Haitians, had instituted a reign of terror, and 
that if the United States really believed in the 
democracy it talked about, so also should its 
Navy. 


Despite this, Barbey took his warships to 


call on the dictator. Afterward, Trujillo want- 
ed to send his one warship on a return call 
to Puerto Rico. 
The state department asked 


Governor Marin what he thought about it, then 
proceeded to ignore his advice and permitted 
the Dominican navy's visit. 
Whereupon, Ad- 


miral Barbey added insult to injury by asking 
the governor to give a reception for the visit- 
ing Dominican navy. 


Instead the governor "went fishing." 
And 


the Dominican sailors were given a frosty re- 
ception by an anting governor. 
All of which 


has raised a furore in the Caribbean. 
On top 


of it all, Admiral Barbey has gone on the radio 
to denounce.Governor Marin and his land-use 
policies, with the result that Marin has now 
decided to ask ioi the admiral's recall. 


Don't be so Rough, General 


Major General Harry Vaughn has acknow- 


ledged that his doings are viewed as "unethical" 
in many quarters. But he says he isn't worried 
because he only has to please two people 
his wife and President Truman. 


As for the rest of us, he says: 
"I've made various suggestions as to what 


other people can do. You can interpolate your 
own interpretation of that."

Paralysis 
agitans, Parkinson's 


disease or "shaking 
palsy" 
are 


different names for a rather com- 
mon disorder of the nervous s 
tern. The symptoms generally be- 
gin gradually, usually in one hand 
At first the typical shaking move- 
ment may not be present all 01 
the time. 
A loss 
of muscular 


strength and stiff feeling may be 
the 
first 
signs. 
The muscular 


movements become less rapid anc 
more difficult to carry through 
The trembling movements at rest 
are not long delayed, 


Two kinds of Parkinson's dis- 


ease are common. 
One is that 


which develops in older people 
and more often in men than In 
women, the cause of which is not 
known. It is probably related to 
the aging process. Sometimes se- 
vere anxiety or shock brings on 
the symptoms but the real cause 
is probably something else. 
Second Variety 
Some infections, especially what 


is called 
epidemic encephalitis, 


which is a virus infection of -the 
brain, 
sometimes 
spoken of as 


American sleeping sickness, is re* 
sponsible for the second variety. 
When Parkinson's disease devel- 
ops from this cause, it comes about 
as frequently in women as in men. 
Of course, it is likely to occur at 
younger ages also. 


People who have either kind of 


paralysis agitans are usually ad- 
vised, against becoming overtired. 
A reasonably active life with some 
work is good for most; however, 
strenuous exercise is usually ta- 
boo. Cold-water treatments, spe- 
cial exercises, sun baths, massage 
and vitamin preparation have all 
been tried without much success 


There are several drugs which 


are often helpful in controlling 
the "shakes" too, but there is no 
single treatment which will cure 
the condition. Nevertheless many, 
many people get along with it for 
a long time without serious diffi- 
culty.

ANSWER: This is possible, 


although not necessarily the 
rule. 
If alcohol does make 


attacks worse in an individ- 
ual case, it would be wise to 
discontinue such drinks.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28— (ff)— 


Patrick J. Hurley says that th 
1932 bonus marchers, by the tirm 
they reached Washington, were lei 
by non-veterans — "for the mos 
part, either criminals or commun 
ist agitators." Hurley was secre 
tary of war at the time. 


The march was started by 


group of veterans 
on the wes 


coast to petition congress to enac 
a soldiers' bonus bill. 


"Before they reached Washing 


ton their leadership had been, t 
a great extent, taken over by non 
veterans," Hurley writes in th' 
issue of McCall's to go on sab 
tomorrow. 
Unsettled Conditions 
The communists among the non 


veteran leaders, "taking advantagi 
of the unsettled conditions of tin 
country, sought to promote vio 
lence and bloodshed as a step to 
ward communism," Hurley .con 
tinues. 


This has been confirmed, 
hi 


said, by Benjamin Gitlow, forme 
comrmmist official, in his book 
"The Whole of Their Lives." Git 
low declared that the Washington 
representative of the Commums 
International was bitterly disap 
pointed that his Red followers did 
not succeed in provoking a mass 
acre of the bonus marchers. 


Hurley says that when Washing 


ton police tried to clear the mar 
chers from certain downtown buil 
dings they were occupying, severa 
policemen were seriously Injun 
and two of the marchers killed 
The city authorities then askec 
President Hoover for help, and hi 
directed Hurley to take measure; 
to restore law and order. 


Hurley ordered the army chie 


of staff, Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
to clear the city of rioters. Hurley 
stresses that none of the order: 
given — neither the President's nor 
any other — directed that the troop 
open fire. 
Instead, he says, all 


orders cautioned the troops to 
avoid bloodshed if possible. 
VseA Tear Gas Bmbs 
Hurley saws that the evacuation 


of the marchers was accomplished 
without serious casualties; that no 
shots were fired, and the only 
•weapons used were tear gas bombs. 


The ex-secretary said he wrote 


to correct an impression given by 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt in her 
autobiography' 
"This I Remem- 


ber." also published in McCall's. 
Mrs. Roosevelt had said she had 
a feeling of horror "when I realiz- 
ed that the army had actually been 
ordered to fire on the veterans." 


The widow of the late President 


said in a note published with Hur- 
ley's explanation that "I am glad 
to have an authentic account pub- 
lished and I only wonder why it 
•was not done much sooner."

Crosby program, block-long que- 
ues formed in front of the little 
downtown basement theater. 


People had saved up their tick- 


ets for this night and there was 
a rush for the 200 seats and 
every inch of standing room. 


When the theater was packed 


the young folk huddled' together 
in the lounges and on the steps 
of two flights of stairs leading to 
the street, where they could hear 
the music over amplifiers. 


Disregarding reserved signs on 


some seats for representatives of 
the government ministry of in- 
formation, the youngsters grabbed 
these and refused to budge. Many 
had come to the theater direct 
from their factory jobs.

1932 Bonus 
Marchers Led 
By Communist 


McCalTs Magazine 
Carries Story By 
Patrick J. Hurley 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27—(#)— 


Patrick J. Hurley says that the 
1932 bonus marchers, by the time 
they reached. Washington, were led 
by non-veterans—"for the most 
part, either criminals or commun- 
ist agitators." Hurley was secre- 
tary of war at the time. 


The march was started by a 


group of veterans 
on the west 


coast to petition congress to enact 
a soldiers' bonus bill. 


''Before they reached Washing- 


ton their leadership had been, to 
a great extent, taken over by non- 
veterans," Hurley writes in the 
issue of McCall's to go 
tomorrow. 
Unsettled Conditions 
The communists among the non- 


veteran leaders, "taking advantage 
of the unsettled conditions of the 
country, sought to promote vio- 
lence and bloodshed as a step to- 
ward communism," Hurley con- 
tinues. 


This has been confirmed, he 


said, by Benjamin Gitlow, former 
communist official, in his book, 
"The Whole of Their Lives." Git- 
low declared that the Washington 
representative of the Communist 
International was bitterly, disap- 
pointed that his Red followers did 
not succeed in provoking a mass- 
acre of. the bonus marchers. 


Hurley says that when Washing- 


ton police tried to clear the mar- 
chers from certain downtown buil- 
dings they were occupying, several 
policemen were seriously injured 
and two of the marchers killed. 
The city authorities then aske£ 
President Hoover for help, and he 
directed Hurley to take measures 
to restore law and order. 


Hurley ordered the army chief 


of staff, Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
to clear the city of rioters. Hurley 
stresses that none of the orders 
given—neither the President's nor 
any other—directed that the troops 
open fire.

It didn't rule out entirely the 


possibility the President may take 
a hand, to some extent, such as a 
personal appeal for strike peace. 
Such a step was suggested today 
by Senator Humphrey (D-Minn). 


Mr. Truman declared in no un- 


certain terms he doesn't believe 
the 27-day steel and 36-day coal 
strikes had hurt 
the • country 


on sale enough yet to call them emer- 


gencies. 
Congress Could Declare One 
He said it was up to him, the 


President, to find that a national 
emergency 
exists 
before 
the 


Taft-Hartley law can be invoked. 


He did say, though, that Con- 


gress could meet and declare an 
emergency. 


Mr. Truman said he will not 


hesitate to use Taft-Hartley em- 
ergency provisions when he be- 
comes convinced a steel-coal em- 
ergency has arrived., But he said 
that was a long way off. 


The strikes have been going 


on long enough so that every day 
puts a new dent in the nation's 
economy. Therefore many officials 
felt the President wiU. have to 
study strike effects almost daily 
from now on to satisfy himself 
on whether they had reached em- • 
ergency proportions. 


The President's stated "hands 


off" policy was seen as a move to 
strengthen the role of mediation 
chief Cyrus S. Ching. Ching now 
is in New York trying to devise 
some peace move in the steel 
situation. 


Settlement prospects ia both 


steel and coal seemed as dim as 
ever, however. 


President Truman ruled out the 


suggestion made by a number of 
steel companies for reconvening

which 


recommended a steel settlement 
plan.' 


Mr. Truman was very firm in 


saying this board had done its 
job and he-has no intention of 
recalling it. 


Most steel companies have said 


they are willing to go along with

Hopeful Disputes Can Be Settled

In Airplane 


Pilot Kills Self 
After Making a 
Perfect Landing 


CLEARWATER, Fla., Oct. 27— 


(ff)—A 
23-year-old pilot terror- 


ized Clearwater residents for two 
hours with wild power dives in 
a stolen plane, then calmly lan- 
ded and shot himself to death 
today. 


Officials pieced together 
this 


story: 


Watkins telephoned a girl friend 


last night about 11:30 and told 
her he had decided to kill him- 
self. 
Then he hung up. 


Thirty minutes later frantic re-

Three times the plane screamed 
across, once missing the bridge 
tender's shelter by inches. 


Then the plane began raking 


Clearwater Beach. Cafe and nigh' 
club patrons reported the little 
plane zoomed so low over broac 
Mandalay 
boulevard 
at 
times 


they could see the grim expres- 
sion of the pilot's face. 


Watkins made a series of dives 


at "homes hi the exclusive Coun- 
try club and Belleair sections 
Again and again the aircraft hurt- 
led earthward, only to zoom back 
into the sky. 
The landing gear 


scraped fronds off palm trees on 
several dives. 


Finally Watkins flew back to 


the airport, its runways lighted 
by the headlamps of police crui- 
sers. Flying low, the pilot open- 
ed the cockpit window and shout- 
ed "Get- the hell off the field." 


Then he made a perfect land- 


ing, applied his brakes and cut 
his run to less _than 100 feet 
Police heard a pistol shot, closed 
in and found Watkins unconsci- 
ous with a wound in the temple, 
a pistol on the cockpit floor. 


Watkins died in a hospital at 


3:10 
a. m. today, w'thout re- 


gaining consciousness.
